CHISELING ON PRICE CONTROL 

How government price control and sta'blllz'- 
atlon are gradually being chiseled and nicked 
Is strikingly shown by an examination of the 
price change orders Issued by the office of 
price administration In the month of Janu- 
ary, In which there were 31 authorized price 
increases, while there were only six orders 
resulting In lowered prices. 

This .trend can be observed during' the 
whole of the past three months. There were 
34 price Increase orders In December, as 
against 15 price decreases. There were 30 price 
increases granted In November, as against 11 
price decreases. Every day, In other words, 
there is an average of one authorization to 
raise prices, while the price decrease orders 
are coming through at the rate of only one 
every three days. 

Not all these price Increase orders have di- 
rect effect on the things the average con- 
sumer buys from retail stores, dealers and 
service establishments. Many are on manu- 
facturers' Items, but wherever these -things 
enter Into war production, the Increased costs 
to the government are paid for by taxes, so 
the costs do trickle down to the average citi- 
zen In the long run. 

Taking the authorized January price 
changes aa typical, they check off as 13 In- 
creases granted on lumber and forest prod- 
ucts, three on coal and coal products, three 
on foods, six on consumers' goods, and 'slx 
on manufacturered goods, or the six price 
decreases ordered In January, tour were on 
foods. 

The one important tactor that stands out 
as the reason for over half of the authorized 
price Increases Is that they were made neccs- 
saty by Increased labor costs.
